trict Chamber of Trade), Mr. J. 
L. Baucher, J.P. (president of 
Billericay Conservatives Associa- 
tion), Mr. W. C. Matthews (sec- 
retary) Billericay Residents’ ' As- 
sociation and Mr. L. R, Savage.; 

Mr. Wicken said the associa- 
tion saw no reason why the} 
name should be changed and had 
already lodged an objection with 
the County Council. The meet- 
ing might influence the Coun- 
ty Council in arriving at their 
decision. 

Confusion?

Thereafter, un- 
til 1952, the tax increased slow- 
ly, due to many causes, most of 
which were beyond the control 
of the County Officials. In 1953 the 
tax was increased, but it would 
have been decreased by $126,000 
had it not been for the payment 
of $250,000 toward the cost of the 
Framingham Court House. This 
year there will be: a small de- 
crease in the tax, 

The bonds of the County are 
rated AAA.

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“IM’S FIRST SPEECH IN 
WILMINGTON 


At Rotary Club, Last Wednesday 

Town Manager Joseph Courtney 
made his first public addregs, at 
the weekly luncheon of the Rotary 
Club of Wilmington, last Wednes- 
day. 

The TM spoke in the” following 
manner. 

I feel that after only five weeks 
in Wilmington 7 am not qualified 
to discuss the town in detail, how- 
ever, in rather broad strokes I 
would like to give you my picture 
of the community, and its prob- 
lems. | 
Basically, Wilmington is suffer- 
ing from growing pains. Like all 
the other towns in the periphery of 
Boston, it has increased to a large 
extent in popluation, and in the 
last seven years it has doubled in 
population, The valuation of prop- 
erty, too, has doubled. This growth 
has brought with it a demand for 
increased services. for example, 
the garbage collections which yere 
voted this spring, in Town Meet- 
ing 

To meet the challenge of this 
tremendous growth the town had 
to streamline its government. and 
to compete openly for new industry 
to provide the additional revenue 
ta pay for the increased scope of 
public service 

To paraphrase a line from shake- 
speare (and I am not referring to 
what happened ‘in this town, in 
May, during the heavy rains) 
“There are tides in the affairs of 
‘towns which, taken at their flood, 
determine their future.” 

At one flood tide in Wilmington 
the town adopted the Town Man- 
ager Plan. Today the tide is at 
flood again, in fact I was tempted 
to entitle my talk “Wilmington At 
Flood Tide", but I felt that such 
a title could be misconstrued. 

In the next 12 to 18 months Wil- 
mington’s future will be cast. Ist 
character will be set in accordance 
with the decisions we make in that 
period. 

As I see the problems of the 
town today, we have facing us 
Planning. We must set up our 
Plans for the future, and consider 
many things as we do so. Our fin- 
ancial structure is loaded to the 
Mmit, at the present time. We have 
including the bonds voted 
at the last meeting. This is be- 
tween 1/5th and 1/4th of the towns 
total valuation, and this is high. 
A town, logically, should have no 
More than 10% of its valuation 
15% is the limit. 
that we are in a position where we 
can take no more bonding, at 
Ke without a lot of difficulty, 
and by paying a high rate. If 
town should default on its bond: 
you know, the bondowners can 
come in and take the property

You can see the prob- 
lem that we are facing, The way 
that things work out, a $6, 
home, for valuation purposes act- 
ually has a deficit, to the town, 
for about $960 a year. Of course, 
don’t get me wrong, I'am not a- 
gainst homes, nor am I against 
children, I feel however, that we 
should have better homes in Wil- 
mington, to take up a little of the 
slack. The industries of Wilming- 
ton, of course, are what we are 
expecting to take up the rest, but 
just because we get an industry 
doesn't always mean that we get 
an advantage from it. 

SubDivisions come in on this 
problem. We have an article in the 
town meeting, next Monday, call- 
ing for lots of 150 feet by 150 feet. 
This is in one respect at lea: 
only an interum one thi 
designed to slow things up until we 
can have a look around. We know 
very well that there are places in 
town that can have homes on lots 
100 feet by 100 feet, but we also 
know that there are places where 
150 feet by 150 feet Is not enough. 
It we get homes too close together 
in some of the places in Wilming- 
ton it will create sanitary prob- 
lems. We are asking for this law 
to give us time to stop and look 
around. 

Along with the increase in 
growth, Wilmington has had, of 
course, an increase in its schols 
We have almost finished building 
the Wildwood school, and we are 
about to add to the high “school.

to get complete information about 
their farm work under social secu- 
rity from the County Agriculture 
Agent or from the nearest social 
security office. Credit for regular 
farm ‘work cannot be given unless 
the employer reports it. 

‘The local field office manager, 
listed some of the things all farm 
workers should keep in mind: 

(1) If you are regularly em- 
ployed on a farm, you should make 
sure that you have a social secur- 
ity card and show the card to your 
employer so that he can copy the 
number for}his records. 

(2) You should check up on your 
social security account once every
